The Boers searched 
the train at Komatlpoort, but did not 
search deep enough.

sixty hours of misery I came safely 
here. 


"I am very week, but am free. I 


have lost many pounds in weight, but 
am light in heart I shall avail my 
self of every opportunity henceforth 
to urge earnestly the unflinching and 
uncompromising1 prosecution of the 
war. 


"On the afternoon of December 1! 


the Transvaal's isccertary of war in-

chance of my release. I therefore re- 
solved to escape; and the same night 
I left the state school's prison in Pre- 
toria by climbing the wall when the 
sentries' backs wore turned momen- 
tarily. I walked through the streets

George DeWald & Co., corner of Cal- 
houii and Columbia streets, one of, 
the pioneer mercantile 
establish- 


ments of the 
northwest, and the 


long-established crockery store of M. 
V Kaag, 5 East Columbia street, 
were totally destroyed by flre which 
broke out 
shortly after 4. o'clock 


this morning. 


The buildings occupied by these 


two establishments arc in ruins and 
tho stocks they contained will prob- 
ably not furnish enough salvage to 
pay for digging it -out of the debris. 


All that remains of the flno four- 


story brick structure occupied by the 
DeWnlcl store Is the jagged reaches 
df dismantled and blackened walls 
rearing skeleton-like above a deso- 
lation of smouldering ruins. It was 
one of tho old-land marks of the city 
and stood no discreditable monument 
to the early commercial enterprise 
that made Fort Wayne a business 
mart in the center of a vast agricult- 
ural empire.
